SATELLITE DELAY 

Some months ago, we told you about 
Lionheart Television's plans to begin a 
satellite feed of Docfor Who to all its 
subscriber stations around the first of 
the year. The first material to be deliv- 
ered by satellite would be a package 
of William Hartnell and Patrick 
Troughton stories. 

Last month, we told you that 
Lionheart had begun selling the 
Hartnell/Troughton package to sta- 
tions, with New Jersey Network 
among the first to pick it up. So where 
does the satellite project stand right 
now? 

“ts been delayed,” says Ray Kraft, 
Lionheart spokesman. "At this time, 
we've been unable to get all the sta- 
tions to agree to accept the program 
on satellite. Stations have person- 
alities; they all do things differently. 
Some of them feel we take that ability 
away from them if we feed everyone 
the same material at once. It means 
there's nothing a station can do in 
terms of “stunting,” pre-empting, or 
promotions to give them an edge. 

“We still want to do the satellite 
feed, and someday we will do the 
satellite feed, but its not feasible right 
now” Kraft concludes. 


MARDI GRAS ON GALLIFREY 

After a slight delay, here’s a report 
on the doings at Panopticon New 
Orleans, the second annual North 
American Time Festival, held this past 
July. Who knows thanks Time Festival 
secretary Jean Alrey for her help in 
putting together this Item. 

Perhaps the programming event 
that most set the tone for the 1985 
Festival was the opening ceremonies: 
a mini-Mardi Gras, as it might be held 
on the Doctors home world of Gal- 
lifrey. Guest of Honor Colin Baker en- 
tered as King of the Mardi Gras, 
dressed inthe ceremonial robes ot a 
Time Lord—as only the Sixth Doctor 
could wear them. His robe was a 
patchwork, in the style.of his now- 
famous tasteless coat, and his head 
piece was blue with white polka-dots 
(to match his tie, no doubt), Producer 
John Nathan-Tumer also wore the 
robes of Gallifrey, but his were in his 
trademark Hawalian print. Not to be 
outdone, Nicholas Courtney (Briga- 
dier Lethbridge-Stewart) was dressed 
in robes of military khaki, 
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Games” (April-June '69), brought to- 
gether by the War Chief and the War 
Lord; and least one Yeti was dis- 
covered In the Death Zone on Gal- 
lifrey, when "The Five Doctors” 
(November '83) prevented President 
Borusa's attempt to become 
immortal. 

The Ice Warriors were introduced in 
the adventure of the same name 
(November-December '67). These 
cold-blooded, cold-hearted soldiers 
from the planet Mars made their ap- 
pearance on Earth In the year AD 
3000, during the planet's Second 
Great Ice Age. The Doctor and his 
companions, the ever-resourceful 
Jamie and Victoria, unwittingly aided 
the Warriors in thelr planned con- 
quest of Earth when they thawed out 
Varga, the leader of the expedition. 
Eventually, the TARDIS crew suc- 
ceeded in defeating Varga and his 
cohorts, launching their rocket back 
into space. 

The Ice Warriors made one further 
attempt to conquer Earth, curiously at 
a time before the apparent first try. 
Utilizing "The Seeds of Death,” (Janu- 
ary-March '69), the Warrlors use the 
T-Mat, a travel device, to invade Earth 
from the Moon, during the 21st Cen- 
tury. Once again, the timely arrival of 
the Doctor, Jamie and Zoe saved the 


day. 

But by AD 3500, the Ice Warrlors 
were allied with Earth in the Galactic 
Federation, and they aided the Doc- 
tor and Jo Grant on the planet Pel- 
adon in the adventure “The Curse of 
Peladon' (January-February 72). Fifty 
years later, however, renegade Ice 
Warrlors attempted to take control of 


, Peladon's mineral wealth, only to be 


thwarted by the Doctor, Sarah Jane 
Smith, and “The Monster of Peladon' 
(March-April 74), 

That concludes our opening lookat 
the recurring menaces of the Doctor 
Who universe. Next time, we'll exam- 
ine the Silurians and Sea Devils, the 
Sontarans, the Autons, and more.

Doctor to the Daleks at a crucial 
point. This time he is stranded on an 
ice planet when the Doctor removes 
his TARDIS directional unit. Though the 
Monk would never return to the Doc- 
tor Who series, he is an obvious In- 
spiration for the Master, who meddies 
in ways the Monk never dreamed. 

The next adversary to appear more 
than once also put in only two major 
showings, but what showings they 
were. To this day, in Britain, viewers of 
the mid-'60s adventures of the Doctor 
recall the Yeti with fondness, We first 
saw these great walking hairballs in 
“The Abominable Snowmen” (Sep- 
tember-November '67), as the Doc- 
tor, Jamie and Victoria land in the 
Himalayas around 1935. There they 
meet Professor Travers, who ls search- 
ing for the legendary Abominable 
Snowmen, or Yeti, as the natives 
called them. Instead he found these 
fur-covered robots, controlled by a 
sinister alien force called the Great 
Intelligence. The Intelligence wished 
to conquer the Earth, and the me- 
chanical Yeti were a part of his plan. 
The Doctor found a way to immoblize 
the creatures, thus defeating the 
alien. 

But that was not to be the end of 
the matter. Some forty years later, as 
told in the adventure “The Web of 
Fear” (February-March '68), the Doc- 
tor would confront the Great Intel- 
ligence and his Yeti again, this time in 
and beneath the streets of London 
Itself. The Intelligence used the Yeti 
and a cobweb-like substance in this 
second attempt at conquest, thwart- 
ed not only by the Doctor, Jamie, and 
Victoria, but with the aid of new- 
found friend, Col. Alistair Gordon 
Lethbridge-Stewart, Lethbridge-Stew- 
art planned the creation of an inter- 
national force to combat alien 
Invasions—the beginnings of UNIT. 

The Yeti were to make two brief sub- 
sequent appearances, both times In 
the midst of more important matters: 
they were one of a number of other 
creatures involved In "The War

monsters who have made return en- 
gagements. Some have appeared 
only twice, others have a record that 
rivals that of the big three. After the 
Daleks, the first villain to make a sec- 
ond appearance on the series was a 
member of the Doctors own race. 
No, not the Master—we are speaking 
of the Meddling Monk. 

The Monk (like most renegade 
Time Lords we have met, he uses no 
other name) was introduced In the 
story "The Time Meddler” (July 1965). In 
that adventure, the Doctor and his 
companions, Steven and Vicki, arrive 
in England In 1066, the year of the 
Norman Invasion and the defeat of 
the Saxon King Harold by William the 
Conqueror at the Battle of Hastings. 
The time-travelers are astonished to 
discover a modern wristwatch and a 
gramophone in this early Middle 
Ages period, The artifacts belong to 
the Monk, who has brought his own 
TARDIS to this time to insure Harold's 
victory with atomic bazookas. The 
Doctor uses all the cunning at his 
command to defeat the Monk, finally 
disabling the other TARDIS by remov- 
ing the dimension controller, effec- 
tively stranding the Monk in 1066. 
(Though the Monk is Identified as 
being of the same race as the Doc- 
tor, neither is identified as a Time Lord, 
nor is their home planet, Gallifrey, 
called by name.) 

The Monk returned about six 
months later in the midst of the long- 
est Who story ever. "The Dalek Moster 
Plan” (November '65-January '66). 
Though his role within this massive sto- 
ine (12 episodes) is small, it is also
